1. The witer wishes to inform higher authority that he detects storm signals 

brewing on the VALUABLE - BCFISID horizon. This situation is a result of the 
change in our administr at ion , and during the days since Identity (1) took office 
the ZRCROMS (v/ith v/hoid '1^^ conta.ct in Rome) have not lessened their 

concern over possible cnahges iirKCUED policy which might weaken ZRCROVOT prestige. 

The subject of a possible change in HTCUEIO policy, whereby our government mi^t 
act more independently, is not a topic of open discussioru. but ZRCROW fears are 
beginning to manifest themselves in other ways, whichT Ifeels a.re an in- 

direct reflection of true ZRCROW feelings, 

2. In recent v/eeks the writer has received more and more propaganda guidance 

from headqus,.rters , aJnd it is becoming apparent that RIILUIIPIT is not wholly in 
accord with this intervention in B_GFLU1''IE activities. On several occasions he has 
become visibly florid of face wheii ja,s suggested certain editorial treat- 

ments for axticles being prepared uy the e;®Ttors of QKPALING. Before the last 
meeting with the BGFLUI'CS Committee, v/hich was held on 23 January, he had, however, 
made no remarks. In this last meeting, however, it was obvious that RULUMPIT was 
upset and in two instances v;a.s moved to make some remarks which are reported in 
the following pe.ragra.phs: 

a. Early in the meeting the BGFLUMB Committee presented the PBPRIME- 
ZRCROWRS with an article on Iden. (l)'s inauguration. The Committee proposed 
that Iden. (l)'s photograph appear on page 1 of Q^CPAIIRG, along with an 
article describing the inauguration and v.'lth excerpts from Iden. (l)*s speech, 
which the Committee felt would be of interest to iOvfWAAHOO readers. RELUMPIT 
objected openly, on the grounds that there had been quite enough about (l)' 
in the pages of QKPALING of late, and suggested that, v/hile the article might 
run, certainly the picture should be eliminated. He further felt that there 
was a danger of QKPALING'S taking on the appearance of a controlled press, 
which would undoubtedly work to its detriment. 

In the ensuing moments, which appeared to be a,wk\-/ard for ever:;-one except 
RELUI-lPIT, the. v/riter s tated that his people had no v/ish to make Q^ALIITG 
a,ppear to be a PBPRIiCE-controlled a,ctivity. He said he did feel that Iden. (l) 
was an important figure to KM'/AAHOOS but that he v/ould abide by the decision 
of the Committee. This, apparently, v;as not a sufficient answer for the 
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Committee members, v;ho kept coming back t(V

/ . explaining to R1]LU}-’IPIT tha.t it must be obvious to him that 

I jv/as receivir^ more and more propaganda guidance from his heado^ua^rters 

thaT heJ Tpersonally felt this was a good thing, that it was not an 

effort on tm pa.rt ornis people to dominate QKPALIHG- but was rather an attempt 
to coordinate the propaganda activities of all media supported by HTCUHIO. 
MLUMPIT^S reply was, don’t object to that, but I can’t go along v/ith your 
thinking on the purge of the Jews. J cannot see where it has any bearing on the 
problem of KMV/AAHOO.^’ Again^ Jendeavored to explain, taking the line he 

ha.d used w^ith the BGrKLUMS Committee , "out after his explanation had been given 
RITLUMPIT remarked that he still did not think we should do anything in the pages 
of QKPALIl'TG-.^ ^told RI>TLUI£PIT he was not trying to be arbijrrary but tha.t 

he had received instructions from his people and felt obliged to carry out those 
instructions. He added that undoubtedly this propaganda, guidance from higher 
authority was a matter v/hich would be discussed thoroughly by ZEI'lETAL and BGBIDDY 
representatives at the next YiLUABLE meeting. 

4. The meeting did not end on this note. RNLUT^PIT asked(^^ yhether 

he objected to his taking the matter up with B&BIDDY immediately/ ^tated, 
^^Hot on the broad principles that our people w^ish to make better use of the'^media 
we support, but I do object to narrowing the issue dovm to one specific article.” 



5. ./appr^Ases higher authority of this situation only because he 

feels that sooner or later a real test will come with EKLWIPIT wdiich will involve 
higher a.uthority. For example, today’s papers are filled viith Identity (l)’s 
latest action - the deneutralization of Identity (2). The writer knov/s from his 
experience that the editors of Q;KPAL-BTG will have prgared editoriaJ material for 
consideration ab the next BGFLUT'IS meeting. There is no question but that their 
attitude will be favorable. MLIJI-IPIT, on the other haJid, particularly if he 
follows the Z.RCR0WN government line being stressed in the press, v/ill certainly 
have objections. Identity (3)*^ remarks about possible cut-backs in aid to 
ZRV/ORTH nations unless they rearm more rapidly may or may not come in for men- 
tion by the editors of QKPALIiTC-. But one thing is certain — as time goes on,

in the o.ally pre-ffg , insofen as his dealings a,re concerned, believing this to be 
the wisest course under the circumstances. Headquarters, hov/ever, should be pre- 
pared for any expressions of dissa,tisfaction which may be forthcoming from 
EHLUKPia?'s superiors in BGBIDDY.
